My Brethren: As the tree from which this gavel was made 
developed and fruited under Mr. Wesley’s hand, so may the 
Gospel he preached and the principles he taught be fruitful in 
your ministry. 

And as the sill from which its handle was taken upheld the 
Church in which the first Conference held in America con- 
vened, so I trust vou may ever be strong and true to uphold 
the principles and polity of cur common Methodism. 

And as this silver band served as a part of the itinerant 
harness of the first American Bishop, so I trust that we and 
our successors may faithfully wear, and never lay aside our 
war-harness until this world is captured for Christ. 

To my personal friend presenting this gavel, I desire to say: 
I have nothing among the things I prize that I more appreci- 
ate than this. 

No band of silver, or other precious metal. can bind me 
eluser in heart to him; and T can but hope that when TI have 
eeased to use this gavel that it may in the order of things, 
fal] back into his worthy hand and that he may be ealled to 
wield it in conducting the Annual Conferences then placed 
under his charge.

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A—SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


Dear BRETHREN :— We are glad to note the general spirit 
of hopefulness on the part of our preachers and our laymen 
as well. The year has been one of hard labor and gracious 
results. But we must call your attention to the fact that with 
such marked results in raising all assessments in all our 
charges, we nevertheless report fewer additions to our 
churches on profession of faith this year than last. This 
does not seem to be attributeable to lack of effort on part of 
our preachers. Protracted meetings and faithful work has 
been done in that regard. We would urge our pastors to 
con*inued and yet intensive labors in revival efforts, to press 
the battle with a yet mightier faith. At the same time we 
would eall their attention to the peculiar necessity we are 
under in this western country of persistent and skilled hand 
to hand effort to reach the unsaved. 

A number of our preachers report that they have some 
homes among their peoples in which family altars are estab- 
lished. We believe in home religion and there are no mightier 
forces in the building up of strong Christian character than 
the family altar and the study of the Bible in our homes. 
We are facing a condition very meaningful of evil in the 
exclusion of the Bible from the publie school. Our children 
are not prepared to ask, or to understand why this is so— 
they simply grow to be familiar with the fact that it is ex- 
cluded, and are in danger of coming to wrong conclusions. 
This makes even more imperative the duty of honcring the 
Bible_and causing our children to honor it around our family 
altars. We do therefore earnestly urge our pastors to strive 
for the establishing of family altars in all our Methodist 
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homes. We may not be able to correct the errors of state 
laws regarding the Bible, but our duty and our great oppor- 
tunity lies in laying deep in the minds and hearts of the 
children in our home, reverence for and faith in God’s Eter- 
nal Word, confidently looking for the day to come when the 
children shall so greatly influence public sentiment as to 
bring about the passing of wiser laws. 

We are glad to report that our preachers seem to love and 
diligently to teach our great doctrines. They rightly estimate 
the dignity and sacredness of-the message they bear to men.

As we come together in.our yearly convocations the need 
of the Holy Spirit as an abiding presence is not only a nec- 
essity, but should be the desire of all hearts. Looking to 
this desired consummation of our hopes and aims the Presi- 
dent selected the 13th chapter of First Corinthians, Paul’s 
analysis of love, and the sixth of Ephesians, the Christian’s 
equipment for service, for the opening devotions. All hearts 
were surely touched, and drawn into closer fellowship with 
each other, and to that inner circle of communion with Him 
who promised to make one of any company gathered in His 
name, though that company number not more than ‘‘two or 
three.’’ It was a source of thanksgiving that every officer 
and a goodly number of delegates responded to roll eall. 

The usual committees were appointed, the bar of the Con- 
ference designated and other routine business rapidly at- 
tended to, so that in a very short time everything was ad- 
justed and all machinery in working order. The President 
announced that Miss Ara Riggins has completed her course 
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in the Training School, been accepted by our Board, and ap- 
pointed to Mexico. ‘‘Praise God from Whom All Blessings 
Flow,’’ was sung out of hearts full of gratitude, that our 
Conference had again been honored in having a representative 
in the foreign field. A plea for tithing was made by Mrs. 
Mosher, Brown and Wolfskill. Dr. C. F. Reid emphasized 
the necessity of it, and related some touching experiences 
as practiced by converted Chinese in their own country. He 
also said that 9714 per cent. of the money contributed by 
Christians is from a purely selfish motive, since it is con- 
tributed to build and equip churches in our own land, while 
only 214 per cent. is devoted to the Christianizing of heathen 
nations. Dr. Reid told us of the faithful work done by Mrs. 
Campbell in Korea, and our Bible women. Lydia Murray 
and Miss Yui. Mrs. Mosher’ conducted the devotions for 
the afternoon session, reading and commenting on the 15th 
chapter of John. Mrs. Jos. Hamilton led in prayer. 

Mrs. Hamilton said it had long been her wish and prayer 
that Trinity should support a Bible woman, and asked that 
Trinity Auxiliary be released from their obligation to the 
Conference Bible woman and be allowed to support one of 
their own. The wish was granted and by request Lydia Mur- 
ray was transferred to Trinity Auxiliary. Mrs. Murray had 
for many years been a member of Trinity church. After 
hearing from Dr. Reid of the invaluable services of Bible 
women, so much interest and enthusiasm prevailed that Mrs. 
J. R. Toberman pledged the support of one in Korea, to be 
ealled after her mother, Helen Dye. Later on in the session 
the name given to the Conference Bible woman was the name 
of our President, Anna S. Wolfskill, and Mexico was the 
field chosen, Miss Riggins having been assigned to that field; 
and still another, to go to China, bearing the name of our 
Corresponding Secretary, Clara P. Brown, making in all five 
Bible women for our Conference, Santa Ana supporting 
one of her own. 

Mrs. Chapin, one of the true and tried, who is always a 
welcome guest at our meetings, spoke beautifully and help- 
fully to us of the needs of the work, and no one was more 
rejoiced at the number of helpers to go to the needy ones in 
other lands than this dear co-worker. 

The competitive drill or quiz on the Twenty-fourth Annual 
Report was one of the most helpful and entertaining features 
of the Conference, and other Conferences cannot do better 
than to do as we are going to, make the drill one of the num- 
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bers on our program. Santa Ana, Trinity and Downey, were 
the contestants, and so nobly did they do their work, and 
get their lessons, that the Committee gave each auxiliary a 
rize.
